WELLAND — Families 
all over south Niagara had a 
brighter Christmas this year 
thanks to the kindness of 
strangers. 

The Hope Centre, Salvation 
Army and St. Vincent de Paul 
Christmas Hamper and Adopt- 
a-Family programs will provide 
gifts, food and food vouchers to 
more than 2,000 people. 

Families and single people 
who applied for the Christmas 
assistance program earlier 
this month showed up at Holy 
Trinity Anglican Church on 
Division St. in Welland on Dec. 
21 to pick out gifts for children 
and food for the family. 

Hope Centre board president 
Greg Woods said an additional 
150 people applied for the pro¬ 
gram this year, but there have 
been fewer donations. 


"Things are bad economi¬ 
cally everywhere," he said. "We 
understand that and we're just 
grateful that we can help as 
many people as we can.” 

The Holy Trinity gym had 
gifts set up on tables and 
shelves. Volunteers escorted 
adults through the toys. Parents 
could choose a major gift, a 
minor gift and some stocking 
stuffers for each child. 

"It makes them feel more 
self-reliant to shop for them¬ 
selves and choose presents for 
their own children," Woods 


gift worth about $30, plus stock¬ 
ing stuffers. 

Assisted families also receive 
fresh produce, bread, other 
groceries and a food voucher 
for perishable items. 

This year 93 families were 
randomly selected for adop¬ 
tion by a computer program. 
Students from E.L. Crossley 
dropped off presents for the 
32 families they adopted last 
Wednesday morning. 

Karen Chcoski, a teacher at 
the Pelham high school, said 
students really put their hearts 


Families that sign up for the 
assistance program are auto¬ 
matically eligible to be adopted 
by another family — one that 
purchases food for the benefit- 
ting family and Christmas pres¬ 
ents specifically geared towards 
their children. Adoptive fami¬ 
lies are asked to provide a major 
gift worth about $60 and minor 


It’s a tradition the school has 
taken part in for 30 years. Every 
homeroom class takes on a 
family and brings in gifts, food 
and money to support a family. 

Co-ordinator of the adoption 
program, loni Romano said 
some groups that adopt fami¬ 
lies really go all out. 

“It’s nice to support a family 


over the holidays — especially 
the children,” she said. 

Hope Centre executive 
director Mark Carl said the 
Christmas Hamper and Adopt- 
a-Family programs help people 
with more than just getting 
through the holidays—it shows 
people they are not alone. 

“For people who struggle 
with poverty all year long it’s 
great to know people care about 
your Christmas,” he said.

■ COLUMN: Pelham set aside land for new growth 

Potential development coming 


A s I have written about 
before, Pelham has a 
few tracks of land set aside for 
new growth. 

The largest is in the east 
Fonthill area - between Rice 
Rd. and Station St., Steve 
Bauer Trail and from Regional 
Rd. 20 to the Town's southern 
boundary, south of Merritt 
Street. 

While much of the nearly 
450 acres of east Fonthill 
lands are currently farmed - 
the corn was harvested last 
week - the entire area was 
added to the urban boundary 
by an appeal to the Ontario 
Municipal Board (OMB) in 
2000 . 

Recent questions in local 
media about whether property 
owners should be allowed to 
develop on those lands would 
have had to have been asked 
and answered during the 
OMB’s consideration more 
than a decade ago.

The popularity of tracing 
family backgrounds 
and the resurgence of 
remembering our soldiers on 
Remembrance Day are some 
examples of this interest. 

As the Christmas season 
draws near, there seems to 
be an effort to move towards 
a more traditional way of 
celebrating the holidays. The 
good news was noted in last 
year’s advertisements that

The OMB decision 
disallowed the inclusion of 
any lands to the east of Rice 
Rd. in the urban boundary 
and required the Town to 
undertake a secondary plan 
before allowing development 
to proceed. 

All towns and cities must 
have official plans. Essentially, 
an official plan contains 
policies and guidelines and 
outlines where commercial, 
agricultural, industrial, and 
residential developments can 
occur. It uses a series of maps 
to demonstrate those areas. 

Like an official plan covering 
the entire town, a secondary 
plan contains detailed policies

and guidelines for growth and 
development for a specific 
area - in this case, this east 
Fonthill area. 

Since the province began 
changing their governing 
policies in the mid-2000s - 
adding the Greenbelt Plan, 
Places to Grow, and the 
provincial policy statement - 
the Town needed to adapt our 
own policies and guidelines. 
That's one of the major 
reasons why it took until this 
fall to finally approve this 
secondary plan. 

Some of the goals of the 
east Fonthill secondary 
plan include ensuring a 
well-designed, attractive, 
pedestrian-friendly 
community with a mixture of 
housing types; encouraging 
significant retail, commercial 
development while at the 
same time protecting the 
existing Fonthill downtown; 
providing a greenlands 
system” that protects existing

environmental features and 
integrates with the Steve Bauer 
Trail system; and developing 
a pedestrian, cyclist-friendly 
and transit-ready road 
network. 

It is estimated that 5,000 
people could be living in this 
area within 20 years. That’s 
why the Region, with a little 
assistance from the Town, 
undertook multi-million dollar 
improvements - installing 
water and sewer trunk lines 
along Rice Rd., and widening 
Regional Rd. 20 between 
Station St. and the 406. 

Some property owners in 
the east Fonthill area are now 
working on their next steps 
toward development and have 
suggested that the first-phases 
of construction could begin in 
2014.

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■ MUNICIPAL FINANCE: Funds for a festival, Women’s Place, Pelham Cares 

Concerns raised about 
Pelham awarding grants

PELHAM—The Town of Pelham awards 
grants to service organizations and events 
every year — but now councillors want 
more information on how these recipients 
are selected. 

Council’s policy and priorities com¬ 
mittee met last week to discuss a staff 
recommendation to award 2013 permis¬ 
sive grants — tax dollars — in the amount 
of $17,600 to Pelham Cares, $4,000 to 
Women's Place of South Niagara in sup¬ 
port of abused women and their children, 
$2,500 to Pelham Art Festival and $1,500 
to the Child Advocacy Centre, which helps 
abused children and their families. 

Although committee members approved 
the recommendation, some, includ¬ 
ing Ward 3 Coun. Peter Papp, felt more 
information on the application process is 

‘I'm not happy with the process. I think 
the applications were too subjective,” Papp 

Applicants for the grants included 
Welland Historical Museum, Welland 
Hospital Foundation and In the Orchard, 
an arts program for Pelham children to 
experience art in a safe place. 

Papp said he hoped to see more infor¬ 
mation included in staff's permissive grant 
reports, such as how many residents in 
Pelham use services provided by the appli¬ 
cants, whether the financial applicants 
receive grants from other sources and the 


impact each has on the community of 
Pelham 

Ward 2 Coun. Gary Accursi agreed with 
Papp about wanting to see more details. 

Although all of the applicants are worthy 
recipients of municipal grants, Accursi said 
he would like to make sure most of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money stays in the community. 

He used the example of Women's Place 
— it’s an important service in Niagara, but 
he wants to know how many people from 
Pelham benefit from it 

Town treasurer Cari Pupo told council¬ 
lors it’s difficult because some organiza¬ 
tions are better able to calculate how many 
residents from one community will use a 
service, while others cannot 

Councillors considered deferring grants 
discussion until staff could provide more 
information about the application process 
but were told by Pupo deferral would "hold 
up the budget process.” 

They did direct staff to develop a dif¬ 
ferent evaluation process for 2014 grants 
to include the criteria for choosing appli¬ 
cants and the impacts they have in the 
community. 

Ward 1 Coun. Richard Rybiak admit¬ 
ted the grant process isn’t perfect but he is 
happy with what staff had chosen to award. 

“It was a tough job, the job’s done well 
and I am not sure we could end up with a 
100% satisfaction,” he said. 

Final budget approval is needed in order 
to confirm the grants.

“In this area, there are people that 
have a lot more stuff than I have. We’re 
out in the country, we’re collectors, 
most people who live here are,” Torzsas 

He added that the anonymous 
complaint didn’t come from one of his 
neighbours, as five neighbours submit¬ 
ted letters to the town stating Torzsas 
has been an excellent neighbour for 

“We should all be treated fairly. For 
other people, if no one complains 


about it, then nothing is done about it” 

The 70-year-old insisted his vehicles 
are well cared for and often used. In 
response to the complaint Torzsas said 
he has slowly scaled back his collec¬ 
tion, but at a large expense to him. 

The value of the vehicles range 
from $2,000 to $20,000, and they're all 
safe for use on the road, Torzsas told 
councillors. 

Torzsas also asked for more under¬ 
standing — he said he was told by 
bylaw inspectors that he hasn’t been 



of or selling his vehicles. 

“I am willing to work with the Town 
of Pelham and downsize my stuff, but I 
need more time.” 

Ward 1 Coun. Richard Rybiak asked 
Torzsas why he didn’t appeal to the 
property standards committee which 
deals with the bylaw. 

Torzsas felt the fee to make an 
appeal, which is more than $300, 
wasn’t worth it to him. 

“The appeal process is discouraging 
and there is no guarantee something 
was goingto come out of it,” he said. 

“This complaint came from one 
person. One person had all this power 
over everybody—the Town of Pelham 
andmyseE” 

Mayor David Augustyn said Torzsas 
“made a fair case” and his comments 
will be taken under consideration as 
council works to improve the town’s 
property standards bylaw. 

Council will hold a meeting in 
January to discuss making changes to 
regulations.

Pelham residents will soon have a 
connection to the information highway 
when visiting Peace Park. 

Town council’s policy and priorities 
committee met last week and 
approved a staff recommendation to 
implement Wi-Fi at the park by the end 
of spring at an annual cost of $800. 

A committee will be established by 
town staff and members of the Pelham 
Business Association to monitor the 
needs of local Internet use. It will be 
responsible for regularly updating 
council until the fall when the Wi-Fi 
program will be re-examined. 

Town treasurer Cari Pupo said the 
municipality's service provider was 
contacted, and the service won’t 
exceed $800. The town is also looking 
for sponsorship to offset the costs for 
the program. 

Mayor David Augustyn said the 
service is a partnership with the 
municipality and with local businesses 
and is necessary to “advance the town 
of Pelham."

BYLAW COULD COST 

Discussion about adopting a site 
alteration bylaw for Pelham continued 
around the council table last week. 

Dan O'Hara, of O'Hara Trucking and 
Excavating, asked councillors to consider 
difficulties the town's proposed bylaw 
would have on construction companies 
disposing of soil from projects. 

The town is still developing the bylaw, 
which would give the municipality the 
legal means to control and enforce 
the placement or dumping of fill, the 
alteration of grade or the removal of 
topsoil from land. 

If the bylaw passes, it would have 
a negative impact for construction 
companies because materials would 
have to be trucked outside of Pelham 
to other areas at an added cost to the 
company, O'Hara said. 

He said each new project needs at 
least five trucks. At a cost of $75 an 
hour per truck, he said his construction 
company could potentially see an added 
cost of $75,000 for each new project. 

He added the bylaw also poses an 
impact on residents in the forms of 
additional truck traffic, noise and wear 
and tear on town streets. 

Ward 2 Coun. Gary Accursi said the 
town is taking its time to prepare the 
bylaw and will take O'Hara's comments 
into consideration. 

“This bylaw has been very difficult. We 
want to make sure that we get it right 
and we are taking our time," Accursi said.

Leaning to review 
of 0MB powers

PELHAM — A resolution supported by 
Pelham councillors could change the way 
the Ontario Municipal Board deals with 
appeals. 

Last Monday night, councillors were 
asked to consider supporting a resolution 
that has received support from the City of 
Toronto and the City of Mississauga which 
recommends that the OMB disband. 

The resolution, which was also forwarded 
to other Niagara municipalities, argues the 
board often favours the developer. And even 
when evidence shows a decision is unwise, 
it costs large sums of tax dollars to pay for a 
hearing and rulings can affect communi¬ 
ties across the province in one cookie-cutter 
approach. 

Pelham councillors agreed the OMB does 
have its issues, but the institution shouldn't 
be abolished entirely. 

Ward 2 Coun. Gary Accursi said the reso¬ 
lution could be used as a springboard to 
conduct a review of the board. 

Ward 1 Coun. Richard Rybiak said the 
board represents “the pinnacle” of the 
appeal process to citizens as well as the 
municipality itself 

“It’s die closest thing to an impartial third 
party to examine and consider motions 
brought to it. I am in favour of a study in 
terms of how it might be improved or 
amended,” he said. 

The councillor was concerned whatwould 
happen if the OMB was abolished. 

"Would we be going to court to expect 
judges to make an appeal? (The OMB) may 
not be a perfect process, but we still need 

Mayor David Augustyn agreed that the 
OMB should be reviewed. He suggested 
councillors wait and work with staff to write 
a resolution that supports a review process 
on the board which will be discussed at a 
meeting in the newyear
